It was an announcement for 
an afternoon panel discussion 
sponsored by the International 
Affairs Association, a student 
organization. 

The panel of six was made 
1 up of members of the Fair PJay 
for Cuba Committee, a member 
of the 26th of July Movement 
and a diplomat from Panama.

Nearly 200 students attended 
the session in Houston Hall Au- 
ditorium, most of them dis- 
agreeing with the panel's phi- 
losophy. 

Hisses, boos, shouts, mocking 
laughter and even long enthu-;. 
siastic applause filled the room 
as speeches were being made, 

A few minutes. before the dis- 
cussion got under way, a loud 
firecracker exploded outside the 
door of the second floor audi- 
torium. ; 

However, there was no other} 
major disturbance except for: 
students who jumped from their : 
chairs and shouted questions ve- 
hemently at the panel.
